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Gentlemen, 


I  "beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1909. 

The  house  accommodation  in  your  District  is  satisfactory-. 

No  houses  have  been  closed  during  the  year.  The  Building  Bye-lav/s  , 
were  passed  in  1864,  and  have  been  added  to  from  time  to  time. 

The  Se’werage  Scheme  for  Bore  is  nearly  completed,  and  a 
large  number  of  houses  have  already  been  connected.  ’Yater  closets 
are  now  required  in  all  nev/  property  built  in  this  area.  Thirteen 
insanitary  privies  and  ashpits  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 
3'’ear  ,  and  nuisances  in  connection  there\Tith  have  been  remedied. 

The  arrangements  for  scavenging  have  been  practically  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year  .  In  the  Tov/nships  of  Bore  and  Totley 
comprising  a  population  of  2957  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  Contra.ctors  at  a  cost  of  £100  per  annujn  for  Bore  and  £55 
per  annum  for  Totley.  The  Council  have  acquired  Urban  Pov/ers 
for  scavenging  in  the  remaining  portion  of  the  District,  but  up  to 
the  present  timts  they  have  not  undertaken  the  duty. 

The  ’"^ater  Supply  of  the  District  must  be  considered  good 
for  a  rural  district,  as  nearly  eYQry  considerable  collection  of 
houses  derive  their  supply  from  the  Sheffield  mains,  and  most  of 
the  isolated  houses  have  a  fairly  good  supply.  In  several  Bis- 
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tricts  the  Council  have  undertaken  to  pay  a  guarantee  to  the  Sheffiel 
V/ater  Company  where  the  rates  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  annual 
charges  required  by  them.  In  one  case  a  defective  water  supply 
has  been  remedied. 

There  is  one  Slauighter  House  in  the  District,  and  this 
has  been  inspected  four  times  during  the  year.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  does  not  hold  any  special  certificate  in  meat  inspection, 
and  his  visits  are  not  made  during  the  time  of  slaughtering.  No 
carcaS'es  have  been  foujid  to  be  tuberculous.  The  animals  killed 
at  this  slaughter-house  are  of  high  quality  and  it  is  not  likely 
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that  any  diseased  or  inferior  meat  v/ould  he  offered  for  sale  . 

In  two  cases  of  Anthrax  notified  to  me  during  the  year 
by  the  Derbyshire  County  Police,  the  infected  carcases  vrere  detected 
by  the  Meat  Inspector  in  the  City  of  Sheffield.  In  these  cases 
all  those  v/ho  had  been  in  contact  with  the  infected  animals  were 
warned  of  the  risk  of  contracting  the  disease  but  in  no  instance  did 
this  occur  . 

There  are  65  Dairies  and  Cov/sheds  on  the  Register.  141 
Inspections  have  been  made  and  4  notices  served.  Nearly  all  the 
Dairies  in  the  District  supply  milk  for  consumption  in  the  City  of 
Sheffield,  and  under  a  local  Act  the  Sheffield  Authorities  possess 
the  power  of  veterinary  inspection  where  milk  is  supplied  from  out¬ 
side  the  city  boundaries. 

One  Bakehouse  exists  in  the  District,  and  has  been  inspect¬ 
ed  twice  during  the  yeo.r  . 

There  are  no  Lodging  Houses  and  no  Offensive  Trades  are 
carried  on  in  the  District. 

Early  in  the  year  I  reijorted  to  the  Council  that  the 
pr ivy -middens  at  Totley  School  were  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition, 
and  I  understand  that  this  matter  is  being  remedied  by  the  Education 
Author  ity .

Scarlatina.  Prom  Pebruary  ]^th.  to  Pebruary  20th.  six  cases 
of  Scarlatina  were  notified,  five  of  whom  attended  Totley  School. 
Throe  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  three 

I  visited  the  School  on  Pebruary  19th.  and  as 


treated  at  home. 


a  consequence  of  my  visit  the  notification  of  one  case  v/as  secured, 
which  would  probably  have  escaped  notification  otherwise.  From 
March  8th,  to  April  20th,  five  more  cases  occurred  at  Totley,  and 
all  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  In  May  the  mother  of  one  of 
the  children  removed  to  Hospital  in  March,  developed  Scarlatina 
soon  after  the  return  home  of  her  child.  During  May  an  adult  at 
Totley  and  a  child  at  Horton  developed  the  disease,  but  these  were 
probably  independent  cases  as  regards  infection.  In  September  a 
single  case  of  the  disease  occurred  at  Greenoak,  and  during  the 
last  week  of  the  year  two  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified  from 
Victoria  Road,  Fradway  Rank,  the  infection  in  these  cases  probably 
being  derived  from  school  attendance  outside  the  district.  Two 
cases  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  jiiphthor  it  ic  croup,  occurred  as 
isolated  cases  in  different  parts  of  the  District. 

The  Council  defray  the  cost  of  bacteriological  examination 
for  the  di;^gnosis  of  diphtheria,  enteric  fever,  and  pulmonerj'- 
tuberculosis . 

During  the  year,  the  Council  have  adopted  the  voluntary 
notification  of  phthisis,  and  issued  circulars  to  that  effect, 
offering  a  fee  of  2s. 6d.  for  each  case  notified  by  a  medical  pract¬ 
itioner. 

Disinfection  after  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  where  disinfection  by  steam  is  necessary 
the  articles  requiring  disinfection  are  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital, 

Two  Schools  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year.
